sire Bugbane, a son of the famous Pundit 
of Moyness, that the result was to be a bull 
calf of such striking quality as to earn for 
him a trip to America, there to find a real 
home along the banks of old Independence 
creek in Doniphan county, Kansas, where 
once the redskins had roamed, erected their

The 
hillside is being leveled back and the earth 
and rock taken from it used in bringing to 
life a new and beautifully planned and ar- 
tistically arranged estate. Headquarters is 
reached by traversing a winding road quite 
some distance from the main highway, 
along a beautifully wooded valley. Abruptly 
at the turn in the road and near the foot 
of a long hill one comes upon the old home- 
stead. A fine old house, a stone hillside 
cave, a dug well walled with native lime 
rock and bedecked with a windlass and an 
old oaken bucket. To these pioneer trap- 
pings is to be added a fine swimming pool, 
an extensive lily pond, and flowers and 
shrubbery that will certainly delight the 
thousands of visitors that will find their 
way to this sure to be attractive spot. 

Along the hillsides in the adjacent valleys 
will be erected as required cattle barns and 
feed yards in which Mr. Eylar hopes event- 
ually to house one of the most outstanding 
herds of Aberdeen-Angns cattle in America. 
Manager James M. Swartz, his nephew is 
in charge of the ranch at the present time 
and has only recently completed one of the 
largest and most complete cattle barns in 
the entire country. It is built against a 
rock hillside and covers a ground space of 
about 60x120 feet, will hold many hundreds 
of tons of hay and straw, and has within 
its walls bin room for 10,000 bushels each

Hollinger won the Get of Sire class with 
a fine group by Revolution 41st. Brown 
proved the stronger in the single steer di- 
vision, winning the breed championship with 
Thickset B.

last time he stopped over in England and 
while there arranged for the purchase of 
this splendid young bull. Primum is well 
balanced, has excellent lines, is wonderfully 
fleshed, carrying that sort of a skin that 
pleases the touch. He is we believe a much 
better calf than the photo which was taken 
some four months ago would indicate. When 
asked for the story as to how the selection 
of this calf came about, this is what Mr. 
Evlar said: 

“On my arrival in England, the latter part 
of July, I called on an old friend of mine, 
Mr. Harry Houseman, Belton Percy, York- 
shire, who is a feeder of beef cattle—buys 
cattle in the open market and prepares 
them for the butcher. He has been doing 
this successfully for many years. I asked 
him what he considered the best breed of 
beef cattle, and he immediately answered— 
Aberdeen-Angus. He had on hand about 
150 cattle at that time, and many of them 
were almost pure Aberdeen-Angus, and I 
soon discovered that he knew in a_ very 
practical way what the points to look for 
were. 

“T then made an arrangement with him 
to visit several of the best herds in Scot- 
land, in search of the best young bull. His 
uncle, Mr. William Weddel, who is also a 
cattle feeder on an adjoining farm, accom- 
panied him. They spent several days in 
Scotland and saw many of the best cattle. 
I had instructed him to take an option on 
any particularly fine animal he might find. 
He found that animal in the Portlethen herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle owned by Col. 
Robert W. Walker—a short distance from 
Aberdeen. This herd was founded prior to 
1800. The particular animal which he se- 
lected is registered under the name of

Primum, whose sire is Bugbane. Bugbane 
took first prize at the Royal Northern Show 
in Aberdeen and Northern Counties at In- 
verness in 1931, and first prize at the Royal 
Northern in 1932. The dam is Portlethen 
Pride 16th. She was first at Royal Novth- 
ern and first at Northern Counties, Inver- 
ness, in 1931, and second at Royal Northern, 
ee and first at Kincardineshire in 
1932. 

“After my return from the Continent, I 
went up to Aberdeen with Mr. Houseman, 
and I was so pleased with his selection that 
I immediately exercised the option which 
he had taken, and Primum was soon shipped 
to the United States through Canada to 
take up his new home at Eylar Ranch, 
Denton, Doniphan county, Kansas.” 

Not having access to a complete set of 
herd books of the English Cattle Society 
our good friend Secretary James R. Bar- 
clay, of that society, has kindly furnished 
the following bit of information concerning 
the achievements and the history of this 
particular calf and his ancestors: 

“The bull Primum (85447) which has 
been acquired by Mr. M. S. Eylar, of Eylar 
Ranch, Denton, Doniphan county, Kansas, 
from Colonel R. W. Walker, Portlethen, 
Scotland, is on the dam’s side descended 
from the Elsy of Craighead branch of the 
great Tillyfour family of Prides of Aber- 
deen, while his sire represents another very 
old family, the Brunhildas, a branch of the 
Fanny of Kinnaird family which has been 
maintained at Portlethen since 1853 when 
Flora of Portlethen a daughter of Fanny 
of Kinnaird joined the herd at Portlethen, 
which is the oldest recorded herd of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed in existence. 


“A glance through the pedigree reveals 
the very select lines upon which this prize 
winning young Pride bull has been bred, 
for Primum though still under a year old 
has already figured well in the Kincardine- 
shire and Royal Northern (Aberdeen) 
shows. His sire Bugbane is a son of the 
Mabel Pride bull Pundit of Moyness with 
double top crosses of Ballindalloch Erica 
sires, and his dam is Brunhilda 26th tracing 
back to the old herd of Lord Southesk, the 
breeder of the famous Erica. Brunhilda 
26th is also dam of Brisling, the reserve 
champion calf at Aberdeen in 1930 and win- 
ner last year of the Thousand Guinea 
Trophy as the best bull of any breed in 
South Africa. Bugbane has had a great 
show yard career, having been first and 
male champion at the Royal Northern Show 
at Aberdeen and first and male champion 
and reserve grand champion at the North- 
ern Counties Show at Inverness in 1931. 
Then in 1932 he was again male champion 
at the Royal Northern Show, as =-lso re- 
serve breed champion to another Portlethen 
exhibit, at the Kincardineshire Show. This 
vear (1933) he was grand champion at the 
Royal Northern Show, and reserve male 
champion at the Royal Agricultural Society 
of England’s show at Derby which is the 
principal show of England. 


“The dam of Primum is Portlethen Pride 
16th, and she also has figured prominently 
in the show ring. As a yearling heifer she 
was first at the Royal Northern Show at 
Aberdeen and at the Northern Counties 
Show at Inverness; as a two year old she 
was second at Aberdeen, first at the Kin- 
cardineshire Show and fourth at the High- 
land and Agricultural Society’s Show at In- 
verness. Then this year as a cow she was 
a winner both at the Royal Northern and 
at the Kincardineshire Show. The sire of 
this great breeding cow, Portlethen Pride 
16th, is by Jipsey Bonny Boy, from the old

up shop and turn our beef business over to 
South America. Take a peek at the great 
success the hog processing business has 
been—for the farmer and producer. Hog 
recovery can quickly be made should oc- 
casion require, for the turnover is many 
times faster than it is with beef cattle. 

From the day a cow calf hits the ground 
until there is a coupon ready to be clipped 
in finished form is a far different proposi- 
tion than it is in the case of the old sow. 
A mighty large proportion of the hogs that 
go to market are bred, fed and shipped 
from the same farm or at least the same 
vicinity as the farrowing place. A vast 
majority of the bullocks sent to market 
from the corn belt feed lots first saw the 
sun on far distant ranges. Many times they 
pass through several hands before finished. 
Who is going to pay the process tax—not 
the consumer, for he has about all he can 
do to feed his family its scant ration of beef 
as it is. 

In the matter of the pure bred breeding 
herds. These gentlemen owners who have 
devoted their lives and their best energies 
producing something with which to improve 
the quality of the beef going to market are 
not today in position to withstand a reduc- 
tion in their breeding matrons that perhaps 
represent a generation and in numerous in- 
stances several generations of careful mat- 
ing on a ration comparable with reported 
suggestions. Pure registered beef cattle of 
all major breeds are so few in numbers that 
it behooves those in power to preserve every 
animal worthy of being affiliated with any 
registry association rather than to even 
consider the slightest reduction in these 


breeding cows. This nation needs and needs 
badly an increased volume of high class 
breeding bulls and these bulls are available 
only through the efforts of the men who 
have preserved these great herds through 
bad times and good. 

_ The Journal does not believe in a proces- 
sing tax for beef cattle. Neither does it 
believe in a reduction program for pure 
bred registered breeding herds. Any effort 
to improve the system of distribution of 
finished beef to the consumer will in our 
opinion be of greater benefit to this nation. 
Government agencies are undoubtedly 
spending their utmost energies to do the 
right thing—yet they can go too far and 
they may even go down the wrong lane.

1934 Kansas Cattle Feeders’ Day. 

The twenty-second annual Kansas Cattle 
Feeders’ Day will be held at Kansas State 
College, Manhattan, Saturday, May 26. 

Mr. James Todd of Maple Hill. President 
of the Kansas Live Stock Association will 
preside. President F. D. Farrell and Dean 
H. Umberger of Kansas State College and 
Mr. D. L. Mullendore, President of the Pro- 
duction Credit Corporation of Wichita will 
speak at the forenoon session. 

The afternoon session will open with an 
address by Dr. W. E. Grimes, Acting Dean 
of Agriculture, Kansas State College. The 
remainder of the afternoon session will be 
devoted to discussions of cattle and lamb 
feeding experiments by members of the De- 
partment of Animal Husbandry. 

Oats versus corn; whole oats versus 
ground oats; how to feed cottonseed meal;

Classifications 


_ My Dear Editor: I am pleased to see the 
interest that some of the exhibitors are tak- 
ing in the show classification revision, and 
I am sure we can make a step forward in 
this direction. Mr. Porteous makes some 
fine suggestions, as well as Mr. Battles, and 
Mr. Cole. I feel we should eliminate the 5 
bulls class, because they are an uneven lot 
and ragged at best, as they are all ages, 
and but few can stand up against the larg- 
er breeders. I would suggest that two 
classes be made for the summer and senior 
yearlings and the 2 year olds, to have a 
senior 2 year old, and a junior 2 year old. 
This would make two fine classes. I would 
be in favor of eliminating the 3 year old 
bull class, as well as the aged cow class, but 
not the 2 year old heifer class. 

I see that Mr. Bill Pew would like to see 
the 2 year old female discontinued. This 
would be a mistake as this is one of the 
strongest classes we have—much like a 
bathing beauty contest, and who does not 
want to look at them? Almost at their 
prime, and ready to start their full life as 
matrons—no Bill, I think this would be a 
step backward. 

The revival of the two female class in- 
stead of the 5 bulls would be to the advant- 
age to everyone, as we all can make a 
decent class, and I am sure the public 
would enjoy seeing a fine lot of females lin- 
ed up, and this would do the breed a great 
deal of good. 

I am in favor of as many single bull 
classes as we can make, as we need them. 

I can look back 20 or 25 years ago, when 
we got the bug to do away with the so- 
called plain bred families, we could at that 
time go into almost any herd and select a 
bull of worth, the Queen Mother, and Pride 
of Aberdeen, and Drumin Lucys. I believe 
a Heather Bloom bred bull I once saw in a 
lot in Iowa was the best bull I have ever 
seen on an American farm, and a bull that 
in his day produced some great cattle. The 
Barbaras was a family which produced some 
great animals, but few can be found today. 
By discriminating against those plain fam- 
ilies we set ourselves back as far as indi- 
vidual merit is concerned at least 25 years, 
as many of those fine producing cows went 
to the shambles, on account of some crank 
making the statement that they were not 
fashionably bred. 

Go into any herd in Scotland today, and 
if they have good cattle in their herds, they 
are retained as breeders regardless of fam- 
ily name, and I think the best herd of cows 
I saw when there in 1920 was a herd of Kil- 
donan Ericas, but who would want them in 
this country? The Miss Burgess family 
has gained prominence in both Scotland and 
America, simply because they have started 
out with the right kind of individuals, and 
have had little to overcome, because they 
are thick, and low set, and will continue to 
breed on, unless we have some prominent 
breeder start some other family that he 
thinks should supplant them. Yours very 
truly—Alex Minty, Ionia, Mich.
